Convicted Men Established Com- 
munist Labor Party—3 Women 
to jbe Tried Separately.

OGHIGAGO,. Aug. 2.—William Bross 
Lloyd, -miilionaire of Winetka, a Chi- 


Communist Labor Party Convention held 
here last September, was found guilty 
tonight of conspiracy to overthrow ‘the 
Government of the United States, by a 
jury In Judge Hebel’s branch of the 
Criminal .Court after a ‘trial Iasting 
eighty-five days. He was fined $3,000 
and given a term of from one to five 
years in the State Penitentiary at Joliet. 

At the same ‘time nineteen other mem- 
bers cf the Communist Labor - Party 
were aleo fqnnd guilty, fined and 
sentencetl to werying terms of imprison- 
meént. Included in these is Ludwig Lore 
of Néw Work, editor of Class Strug- 
gle. He ¢ helped draft the Constitution 
of tht Communist ‘Labor Party. 

Lore ‘wes sentenced to prison, and as 
in several other -cages the term ‘was ‘left 
by the jury to Judge Hebel, who will 
pronounce .sentamce Jater.

“IGIRL SHOT BY DOCTOR 


DIDN'TKNOW ELWELL, 


Neighbor of Slain Turfman De- 
nies She Is the ‘Ruth’ Restau- 
rant Owner Mentioned. 


WAS PATIENT AT BELLEVUE 


Admits She Visited Broadway Re- 
sort—Two Are Released in 
Arenas Suicide Case. 


i 

After Dr. Benjamin Schwartz, first as- 
sistant to Dr. Charles Norris, Chief 
Medical Examiner, had reported yester- 
day that Dr. José A. Arenas, well-to-do 
dentist-physician, ,had_ killed himself, 
Magistrate Schwab in West Side Court 
released from custody Ignacio Marti and 
Juan Maldanado, who had been held as 
material witnesses. = 

For a time during the day detectives 
believed that the act of thc doctor in 
slightly wounding Marti,and ‘‘ Miss 
Ruth Jackson,”’ later discovered™to be 
the wife of Elmer Schultz of Toledo, and 
killing himself in his rooms on the first 
floor of 146 West Seventieth Street last 
Saturday, had developed a new clue in 
the mystery of the murder of Joseph B. 
Elwéell.. Elwell’s. tragic death occurred 
at 244 West Séventieth Street. } 

After questioning ‘‘ Miss Jackson ”’ in 
the prison ward at Bellevue Hospital, 


where she still was held as a material 
witness,, however, Acting Captain Mi- 
chael Guinn, in. charge of the Fourth 
Detective Division, decided that, she 
knew nothing about the bridge whist ex- 
pert’s death. 

The chauffeur who drove Blwell home 
on the: night of June 10, the eve of his 
murder, told the District Attorney that 
his ill-fated passenger had stopped at a 


well-known all-night restaurant, near 
Broadway and Seventy-second ‘Street. 
Detectives who investigated the story 
were told that’ Elwell wasn’t known, 
but that ‘‘ Ruth”’ might be able to help 
them out. 

It was on the theory that ‘* Miss Jack- 
son,’’ who was living in the neighbor- 
hood at the time, might be the ‘‘ Ruth?’ 
referred tod that Captain Quinn ques- 
tioned here The most importanteand il- 
luminating remark that *‘ Miss Jack- 
son’? made during the inquisition “was: 

‘* Good Lord! I hope they haven/t got 
me mixed up with the Elwell case. I 
never heard of him until I read in the 
newspapers that he had been murdered. 
I never even knew any one who knew 
him.”’ 

She said that she had been ad- 
mitted to Bellevue on June 13) last, two 
days after Elwell’s death, suffering 
from alcoholic poisoning. She explained 
that she had been in a Broadway danc- 
ing aeademy, that she drank several 
drinks, was overcome, and later recov- 
ered consciousness in the hospital. She 
said her maiden name was Ruth Par- 
reese, and that she is the wife of El- 
mer Schwartz. 

*““T left home twelve weeks ago to see 
New York,’’ she said, *‘ and I have seen 
enough of it.

A WATERFRONT AVENUE. 

The germ of an idea which promises 
many benefits, including relief of the 
present congestion in north and south 
bound traffic, is contained in the Dock 
Commisstoner’s plan for improving 
the North River front. Mr. HuLBert 
proposes “a promenade between the 
‘piers and warehouses, ultimately 
‘* connecting Battery Park and River- 
“* side Drive.’’ 

To realize all its sccadaneiial the 
‘* promenade ’’ would have ‘to be ele- 
vated, at least where the>traffic is 
thickest. All vehicles plying between 
warehouse and pier, together with the 


cabs of steamship passengers, would’ 


naturally keep to the present street 
level. The promenade would run 
overhead, permitting. vehicles -going 
north and south to fravel at any legit- 
imate speed and at the same time to 
command a vjew of the river, which 
from the streat level is shut out by 
the superstructure of “the piers. All 
cars making trips of any considerable 
length would. naturally choose the 
waterfront, thus relieving the sur- 
face avenues)of a large part of the 
present congestion. Inclined ap- 
proaches to the elevated portions of 
the avenue should offer no serious 
difficulty. Where downtown streets 
are narrow it might’ be necessary to 
have exits and entrances on alternate 
blocks, but. for the most part the 
problem would be solved as it is al- 
ready solved in certain portions of 
Riverside, Drive and in the elevated 
way around the’ Grand Central Ssta- 
tion. :

But what the animals seemingly do not 
share with man—probably because they 
do not need to share it—is his ability 
to adapt himself to all sorts of political 
governments, including the worst or 
wickedest. Some’ men, that is, have 
this ability. The rest, lacking it, die 
out when despotism becomes too sav- 
age “and life depends on physical 
strength and utter unscrupulousness in 
getting the necessaries of existence. The 
fittest always survive, but, as has been 
well said, the survivors may not be bet- 
ter than their defeated competitors in 
any way except their fitness to survive. 

According to a letter printed in THe 
Times last Sunday; the survival of those 
who in ordinary times. and places 
would be called the worst, and the ex- 
termination of the best, is now going on 
in Russia, and the process as described 
is an appalling one from any stand- 
point except that of the Bolsheviki there, 
and of their admirers in other countries. 
NreHoias IorDANSKY, the writer of the 
letter, edited a Marxian paper in Petro- 
grad, and would pass for more: than suf- 
ficiently radical with the conservatives 
of other countries, but to the present 
Russian Government He seemed to be a 
counter-revolutionist, so his paper was 


J suppressed and he was himself lucky to 


escape to Finland with his life. His ac- 
count,- therefore, of Bolshevism is not 
that of a man by temperament opposed 
to political and economic innovations. 


M. IORDANSKY says 
that Petrograd today is 
a city strangely silent, 
in Bolshevy. for its once active fac- 

, tories are now practi- 
cally all closed and its once busy and 
crowded streets are almost deserted. 
The population of the city has decreased 
to 450,000 and is waning fast, partly 
because of an enormous death rate from 
the diseases incidental to semi-starva- 
tion and partly because those who find 
conditions intolerable and hopeless are 
going away as fast and as far as they 
can. 

But there is a class that remains 
whose members. do not find the condi- 
tions either .intolerable or hopeless. 
They are the strong, the savage, the 
cruel elements of the’ Russian ‘people— 
those who can assimilate coarse foods, 
who are not disturbed by moral degrada- 
tion, who are willing. and able to give 
all their energy and time to getting 
through any devices of force and fraud 
enough to eat, rags with which to cover 
themselves from the cold, and ‘the rude, 
shelter which. is all.they require. 

These people, fine flower of Bolshe- 
vism, are a healthy and husky lot, in 
strange contrast to the pale and totter- 
ing remnants of the old-time intellectu- 
als. They are not, unhappy, and they 
will be the foundation of the Bolshevist 
State in Russia if there is to be one. 
And in very truth they-are the fittest 
to gurvive—the only ones that “can sure 
vive—in Bolshevist conditions.

Americans Asked to Listen to Pre- 
/ mier Rather Than to Dr. Mannix. 
‘To the Editor of The New York Times: , 

Archbishop Mannix has. proceeded on 
his way, leaving a trail of misrepresen- 
tation and bitterness in his track. With 
statements from which we are to deduc 
that he, and not Prime Minister Hugh 
represents public opinion in Australia, 
‘he trusts that Americans without exam- 
ination will accept his declarations. 
“He calls the Prime Minister of Aus- 
tralia a renegade. If refusal to sup- 
port. and be supported by a party which, 5 
for the time being, had linked itself up 
with’ Dr. ‘Mannix and what he stood 
for, is being a renegade, then Mr. 
Hughes is one, but Mr. Hughes_will al- 
ways be honored for his act. The Arch- 
bishop assérts that he opposed Mr. 
Hughes on. the conscription issue. | That 
is true, and it is. true also that he ar- 
‘Tayed, against Mr. Hughes every hostile 
force that could be conjured up against 
conscription. The slogans used were: 
‘‘Australia has done enough in the war,”’ 
*‘Let America do something,’ and so 
forth. The referendum was defeated, 
but by so narrow a majority as to con- 
stitute a triumph for the principles enun- 
ciated by Mr. Hughes, it being borne in 
mind that;many votes cast against the 
issue were those of people who felt that 
the voluntary system which had pro- 
ducted sucha splendid showing was suf- 
ficient. This is the victory that Dr. 
Mannix acclaims. 

His later political efforts and,the re- 
sponse to his adjurations are illuminat- 
ing. In the Federal elections held to- 
ward the close ‘of last .year he came 
out in the open as a political agent. He 
had a brand-new Prime Minister (Mr. 
Ryan) of. his own choosing to present to 
the country, He brought him to Mel- 
bourne and introduced him as the cham- 
pion of fthe Irish cause—a cause which 
Australians generally feel has no more 
right to/be agitated in Australia than in 
Amerign.. The loyalty of Australia to 
the enipire and to Mr. Hughes, after his 
magnificent services at the Paris Peace 
Conference, was evidenced by the result. 
In the Senate the party backed by Dr. 
Marmix has one representative in a 
house of thirty-six, and in the House of 
Representatives, out of seventy-six mem- 
bers, there are twenty-six who bear the 
hatlmark of Mannix, a number of whom 
weuld doubtless prefer to be without it.
